COOKS AND DAIRYMAIDS DISENGAGED. 


COOK, good, daily or temporary; economical, good

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D'AIRe the week I had the Mol 
of witnessing what undoubtedly is 
the forerunner of heavy oil-burning 
engines suitable as po units for the 
ordinary motor car. It was a Diesel type 
of engine, burning heavy oil as fuel, fitted 
to a six-ton lorry-in p of the petrol 
burning engine, which had previously 
supplied the traction power for this 
vehicle, i was brought to 
Ireland to substantiate the claims made 
by its makers as to saaiag power, 
flexibility, mileage per gallon of oil under 
load, reduced costs o operation, and, 
though I mention it last, it is by. no 
means least, the elimination of the danger 
of fire and explosion. During the de- 
monstration the claims were no more than 
that which the operation tests bore out, 
and the impression left was that there is 
but a very short step between this efficient 
crude oil engine for omnibuses and lorries 
and the production of a similar, but 
smaller,, type of engine for light motor 
cars. I understand, as a matter of fact, 
that the.makers are now engaged upon the 
production of such an engine, and, should 
this meet with the same success as its 
bigger brother, a revolution will follow in 
the design of motor ear ‘engines. 


LOW COST OF OPERATION. 


Some of the outstanding features of this 
Diesel type of engine are its low fuel costs. 
its wide range of power, and the big factor 
that fire is almost an impossibility Ar 
the engine burns heavy oil, the flash point 
of which is very high. The oil can 
normally be purchased for 44d. per gallon, 
and the engine uses only half the quantity 
that a petrol engine of the same power will 
consume,.the cost working out at about 
twopence a gallon as compared with the 
petrol engine. This engine made its 
appearance on the British market about 
two years ago, and to-day there are some 
five hundred of them undergoing testa by 
corporations, railway companies and haul- 
age contractors in various parts of Great 
Britain and Ireland. 


A YEAR’S 'BUS TEST.

NO RISK OF FIRE OR EXPLOSION 


The nature of the heavy oil makes fire 
and explosion alniost an-.impossibility, 
while the fumes given off when the engine 
is running in an enclosed building. are 
harmless.. The oil on which the. engine 
in the demonstration Was ‘operated was 
fully .tested as to its explosion. point. 
First a lighted match was dipped into a 
vessel containing a quantity of oil, but 
the oil smothered the flame. Next a news- 
paper was set on fire, and the. blaze was 
extinguished by throwing the same oil 
ower it. 


NO MAGNETO OR FIRING PLUGS 
FITTED. 

Incorporated in the mechanism is a 
fixed control which prevents the driver 
racing the engirie above a suitable speed 
This prevents wear and tear and doubles 
the life of the engine. Unlike the petrol 
engine and many ty of oil-burning 
engines, there is neither magneto, coil, 
nor firing plugs. Their place has been 


taken by pumps which send the oil into 


a starter, there being no diffe 
as between the manner of starting 
this engine and the ordinary motor engine. 
In this connection it is interesting to 
mention that one of these engines has 
fitted to a lifeboat stationed in the Narth 
Sea. Before acceptance the engine had to 
be encased in ice and the radiator filled 
with ice water and then started by hand. 
The test was successfully accomplished, 
and the engine has since been on service 
in the North Sea. : 
Germany has already gone a long way 
towards perfecting a heavy -oil-burning 
engine for aeroplanes, and with the intro- 
duction of this British-made crude oil 
engine for motor cars the day seems not 
very far distant when the joys of flying 
and motoring will have lost one of their 
greatest dangers—fire—while the benefit 
which reduced operating costs will have on 
transport and industry will be far-reaching 
in their effects. 


FACING THE WRONG WAY. 


“The carelessness of drivers in leaving 
their cars facing the wrong way, when 
they are temporarily parked at night-time 
on roadways which carry heavy traffic 
causes a great deal of confusion, and very 
often ends in damaged cars, if not damaged 
bodies and nervous systems. While at any 
time it is grossly unfair to other road 
users, particularly to fellow-motorists, to 
leave cars facing the wrong way, it is 
almost criminal to so place a car with its 
head lights, or even its pilot lights, on 
when rain is falling or when fog is about. 
The driver of a car approaching such a 
stationary vehicle, seeing its white lights 
directly in front of him, although he is, in 
fact, close in to the kerb, is liable to swing 
sharply to the left in order to avoid what 
he thinks is an approaching car and is 
brought to a full stop by a wall or garden 
railing. In dark, wet, gloomy or foggy 
Se stationary cars should face with the 
rafhc, 


THE MONTE CARLO RALLY. 


In the light car competition of the 
Monte Carlo Rally, held this week, the 
two ten-horse-power cars entered by the 
Peugeot Company were placed first and 
second in a field of fifty competitors, which 
included British, Italian“ and French cars. 
The distance covered in the rally was 
2,000 odd miles, and the routes_through 
which these cars travelled were :— , 

e winner—from Umea, via Stock- 
holm, Copenhagen, Brussels and Paris, 
and the second—from Athens, via Bel- 
grade, Vienna, Strasbourg and Paris— 
considered’ to be one of the most rigorous 
tests which can be applied. 

The winning Pengeot was, in addition, 
awarded the first prize for comfort and

For the nicer qualities of small- 
weight heifers, for which a keen inquiry 
existed, buyers had generally to pay stiffer 
terms, but otherwise in the routine of busi- 
ness prices were only occasionally better, and 
figuring on tip-top. Steers and heifers mar- 
ket was scarcely more than 6d. to ls. per 
cwt. better for choice beef on foot, while no 
quotable change can be recorded for second- 
ary and other classes.

Fat bulls and beef 
cows of best classes met a steady trade, but 
quality of the latter was somewhat disap- 
pointing, and a slow dragging sale was ex- 
rienced for the bulk of supply. Best young 
sorts of heifer type, however, were wanted, 
and all on offer quickly cleared, without any 
ial change in values, Poorer sorts 
tedious, and prices irregular, with some lots 
not even bid for.

“has decided to distribute the naval 
forces in the Chapei district in order to 
maintain peace and order.” Who, in fact, 
took this decision? The Japanese Govern- 
ment lately seems to have been sheltering 
behind its ‘officers on the spot,” as 
Queen Elizabeth used to shelter behind 
Drake and Hawkins. 
churia was annexed by the army on the 
mainland while the Mikado’s Ministers 
were conversing piously with the Powers. 
Now the Japanese Foreign Office is dis- 
claiming any intention to infringe the 
rights of the International Settlements, 
but Admiral Shiosawa’s  bluejackets 
already occupy Chapei, and authentic 
attempts have been made to enter the 
European districts of Shanghai, which are 
covered by the guns of the Japanese war- 
ships. In these circumstances it is not 
surprising that the United States have 
despatched a request to Tokio for en- 
lightenment concerning Japan's inten- 
tions. The delicacy of the situation can be 
appreciated from the fact that a Japanese 
blockade of Shanghai, however bloodless, 
must compel the United States, and 
probably Britain, to take action. 

Mr. Stimson, in this emergency, is 
aWaiting not only an answer from Tokio, 
but a reply to his Note to Britain, in which 
he suggested that the two countries ought 
to. take a common stand against Japan, 
either by economic pressure or by a joint 
naval display. Britain is not anxious to 
range herself against the Mikado’s Empire, 
but it is hard to see how she can refuse to 
co-operate with the United States if some 
check is not put upon Admiral Shiosawa’s

Twelve: has committed the League of 
Nations to a virtual endorsement 
of the American attitude. Unhappily, 
there is no evidence that Japan—or 
Admiral Shiosawa, who seems to have been 
given the freest of hands—is seeking the 
way of moderation; for the most recent 
communiqué states that the Japanese 
have ordered the bombing of Chapei by 
aeroplanes. Great anxiety must be felt 
for the safety of the Europeans in the 
International Settlements, since, on the 


street battles, and, on the otlier, the law- 
less Chinese troops are liable at any 
moment to irrupt across the barricades and 
start an orgy of looting. Yet the inter- 
national issue remains paramount. Japan, 
seeking to consolidate her new grip on the 
Pacific trade, is definitely treading the way 
of adventure. In addition to her opera- 
tions at Shanghai and the need to develop 
her newly acquired territories in Southern 
Manchuria, she is embarking upon further 
conquest at Harbin. As usual—and, no 
doubt, with justice—she alleges Chinese

Submarine M 2. 


Toll for the brave !— 
The brave that are no more, 
- All sunk beneath the wave, 
Fast by their native shore. 
We fear that this dirge, too often 
sounded for British seamen, must be 
sounded once more for the gallant officers 
and men of Submarine M 2. Seventy 
hours have passed since the M2 sub- 
merged herself, or sank, off Portland Bill, 
and during all those hours no sign has 
been received from the imprisoned crew, 
whose supply of oxygen was limited to 
forty-eight hours. Heroic efforts have 
been, and still are, in progress to find and 
saye the submarine, bat the task is extra- 
ordinarily difficult. In the first place, 
that region of the Channel is strewn with 
the wrecks of ships which were sunk in 
the Great War. In the next place, although 
seventeen fathoms—the depth at which 
the submarine lies—is normally within 
the scope of skilled divers, they are baffled 
here by spring tides and a strong under- 
current, and have failed to descend beyond 
seventy feet. At present the fate of the 
submarine is a complete mystery.’ If she 
had reached the bottom intact and without 
internal harm, her crew ought to have 
been able to escape by means of the Davis 
apparatus, which, a few months ago, saved 
several lives on the Poseidon in Chinese 
waters. It may be found that the loss of 
M2 resulted from some overwhelming 
accident which brought swift death to all 
on board, A ship's captain reports that 
the M 2 dived heavily by the stern on 
Tuesday morning, and did not reappear. 
Another was startled, some hours later, 
by a bright light on the surface of the 
sea, which was followed by two loud 
explosions. If either report is true, it 
confirms the virtual certainty that the 


submarine’s whole crew has perished.

di of warfare. We need not share the easy 


optimism which foresees an early end of 
war. We admit that all fighting men 
must take risks, and that the courage and 
discipline which their calling breeds are 
precious assets in the progress of the race. 
Névertheless, all men can agree that the 


risks which the submarine involves are 


excessive, and that human nature ought 
not to be required to endure them. 
Moreover, as the Great War showed, the 
submarine deals vast and indiscriminate 
doom in a fashion that hardly can be 
justified by the direst necessities of 
war. Great Britain is an unwilling 
contributor to the competition in sub- 
marines. She has advocated their 
abolition at various international confer- 
ences, and will urge it again at the coming 
Conference at Geneva. We hope that at 
least one result of the Disarmament Con- 
ference will be a world veto upon sub- 
marines. If the fate of those brave, men 
who have vanished with the M 2 helps to 
secure that end, they will not have died 
in vain. 


Liver Fluke. 


A severe epidemic of liver fluke, com- 
parable, as it seems, with the outbreak 
in Ireland during 1924 and 1925, is re- 
ported in England. The visitation covers 
a wide area, extending over the Midlands, 
Gloucestershire and the Western counties 
in general. Thousands of sheep have 
died in Yorkshire, which has not been 
stricken so heavily by the disease for 
thirty years. According to the Agricultural 
Correspondent of the Daily Telegraph, the 
owner of a certain farm in Worcestershire 
does not expect to save one out of a flock 
of three hundred breeding ewes which he 
bought last summer; elsewhere ewes are 
dying more quickly than they can be 
buried, and ruin faces many farmers. So 
heavy a blow has not come upon the present 
generation of English sheep-breeders. The 
visitation is a result of the heavy rains of 
last summer. Wet weather causes the 
fluke to thrive; for it passes the early 
part of its life in the body of the fresh- 
water snail, which ean flourish only in 
wet. places. The wetter the weather, 
therefore, the greater is the number of 
fresh-water snails, and the greater the 
danger of fluke. Subsequently the para- 
site takes refuge on blades of grass, and 
so passes into the body of the sheep. 
Once there, it can be destroyed only by 
systematic dosing, which, apparently, 
was neglected in the afflicted -counties 
during .the past autumn, The English 
farmers have postponed the cure too long, 
and they can do little now to arrest the 
spread of the disease. Their experience 
will serve as a useful reminder to [rish 
farmers of the need to take every scientific 
precaution against a similar misfortune. 
The Free State Department of Agricul- 
ture and the Northern Ministry of 
Agriculture have spared no pains to dis- 
seminate the most modern means of 
prevention. If any farmers prefer to 
disregard the advice, they will have only 
themselves to blame.

The Canning Industry. 


Two'years ago there were only five fruit- 
canning factories in Great Britain. Today 
the number has increased to forty, and 
still more factories are contemplated. So 
far as time, therefore, is concerned, the 
industry is still in its infancy ; yet it has 
more than justified its existence already. 
Plans are being made for its development, 
and British canned vegetables shortly will 
be added to the existing array of British 
canned fruits. Already, indeed, the market 
for tinned peas has been enlarged to a 
notable extent, and the public demand. is 
increasing daily. New potatoes will be 
canned for purposes of export during the 
early summer months, and experiments 
show that several varieties of fruit and 
vegetables, hitherto unobtainable, will 
endure the process satisfactorily. At a 
time when the Free State must do her 
utmost toensure the success, and to extend 
the range, of her products on the British 
market, the development of this industry 
across the Channel ought not to pass un- 
noticed. She is building up a prosperous 
industry in tinned milk, whose success 
ought to inspire further ambitions in a 
similar direction. Not so long ago fruit- 
growers throughout the country were 
lamenting that their crops were rotting 
on the ground for want of a public demand 
to absorb the glut. The existence of a 
canning industry would have made all the 
difference between prosperity and failure 
for these growers. Within the last year 
the North has proved her initiative by the 
establishment of at least one canning 
factory. If the Free State does not make 
haste to remedy the deficiency on her side, 
the growth of the British and Northern 
trade will have deprived her of her market.

Nearly twenty years 
have passed since Dublin first, and last, saw 
the play, and it is exactly twenty years ago 
to ihe day since it was presented tor the 
first time at Royai Court Theatre in London, 
“ Kutherford and Ron” was then the sensation 

of its time, and for one year it seemed that 

Miss Githa Sowerby bee be the outstanding 

dramatist of tue English theatre As It 
happened. however, her career in the theatre 
may be said to have begun and ended with 

“ Rutherford and Son.’ 

The play is one of the “ patriarchal” type, 
in which the pre-war repertory Movement im 
England was so rich, portraying paternal 
tyrrany and the revolt of members of a down- 
trodden famsly. In “ Rutherford and Son” 
John Rutherford wins a Pyrrhie victory, being 
left in all but complete solitude, with only 
an intant grandson upon whom to pin his 
pride and bis hw for the future of the 
industry he had given his life to build. 

His sons leave Éin in disgust, his daugliter 
in shame; and it is only the great need of 
his daughter-in-law that kee the infant 
grandson under his roof. e had given 
all that he was, or owned, or could domi- 
nate, to his glass works, so that’ Ruther- 
tord and Son should prosper, and in. the 
end it was his foreman, Martin, who would 
willingly have made as great a sacrifice as 
he did himself. To his family he was just 
a tyrant, but to Martin the passion for 
‘‘Kutherford's”’ justified everything. 

The play is a particolarly good specimen of 
its kind, and is still dramatic after its 
twenty years If the subject is now a 
little thread-bare, the fact is concealed by 
the excellence of its stage-craft and the 
present fine production. 


THE ACTING. 

This production is all that can be desired, 
and Mr. William Denis may be complimen- 
ted on its excellence. In the title part of 
John Rutherford, Mr. Murray Healey sug- 
geste" all the rugged determination of the 
self-made man, whose life is : 1mmarised in 
his industrial achievement; but greater con- 
trol of his facial muscles would bi ve made 
him even more convincing. Mrs. May 
Carey was the downtrodden drudge in the 
first act; in the second act her rebellious 
outburst was superb, and in the third act 
she was the gentlewoman that her father 
had tried to make of her; it was such a per- 
formance as only Mrs. Carey can give in 
such a part. Miss Sarah Waye made an 
ideal adoring sister, and Miss Margery 
Lumsden a disillusioned Mary. Miss Waye’s 
methods offer a splendid model for potential 
actresses, and iss Margery Lumsden’s 
quietness was more effective than displays 
of histrionic elocution would have nm. 
Messrs. Denis Carey and Harry Nevin were 
very good as the sons who would go their 
own ways, Mr. Nevin’s curate being espe- 
cially effective in his scene in the second 
act. Mr. Laurence Elyan was not as good 
as usual in the first two acts—the part did 
not quite snit him; but in the third act he 
rose to the occasion magnificently. For 
her few moments on the stage, Miss Mida 
O’Brien gave a fine study of the ill-treated 
Mrs. Henderson.

I accordingly directed my clerk, 
in writing, to telephone as follows :—'' Mr.

The news that China had accepted tha 
'a ultimatum at Shangha; 
was received with relief in official circ|o, 
here to-day; for the situation was becom.

able. Our interests at Shanghai are too 
vital and important to permit of a strugy|.

in the neighbourhood. The situation in 
China is drifting from bad to worse, and 
it is related that nobody really governs in 
Nanking, where the war lords and their 
armies do as they please, with nobody to 
deny them. This condition of affairs is 
likely to continue until a really stron, 
man comes to the front. If the tronhla 
between the Japanese and the Chinese at 
Shanghai develops unfavourably—and tha 
indications are not good—intervention hy 
Great Britain and the United States 
certainly will follow in some form or other. 
though the prospect is viewed with dismay 
in official circles. One result, however 
may be to bring British and Americay 
policies into line. Three weeks ago, when 
the United States’ Note was despatched 
to Japan and China, the British Govern. 
ment did not take a similar course, but 
contented itself with a request to Japan 
for an assurance concerning the mainten. 
ance of the “' n door ” in Manchuria. 
Shanghai, with its International Sett]a. 
ment, is a very different matter. 


Mr. Baldwin's Silence.

' peaceful blockade "' of the port of 
It is rumoured in Shanghai this 


WELL-PLANNED OCCUPATION.

BOMBS ON BURNING CITY. 


It is officially announced that Japanese 
casualties up to 4 o'clock this morning 
are eight killed and twenty-nine injured.

CHINESE REGAIN STATION. 


Although the Japanese occupied the 
military headquarters at: Chapei at 6.15 
a.m., the Chinese troops won a success at 
the railway station, which, so far as is 
known at preesnt, they re-took with the 
help of armoured trains. The Japanese 
forces on the spot were weakened when 
reinforcements were compelled to go to the 
assistance of their hard-pressed comrades 
elsewhere.

ANXIOUS HOURS IN 
SHANGHAI.

In a leading article The Times observes : 
Shanghai is passing through anxious 
hours. In spite of the promise of the 
Chinese authorities to give satisfaction to 
the Japanese demands, the islanders have 
clearly made up their minds‘to seize their 
own guarantees. Their marines have. oc- 
cupied the Chinese suburb of Chapei, to 
the north of the river, after some sharp 
fighting, and their warships are reported 
to have shelled and silenced the fort at 
Woosung, at the mouth of the Yangtze, 
which commands the approach to the 
greatest port and the richest city in the 
Far East. 

The International Settlement, an island 
of peace and order in a sea of political 
confusion, and the centre of American and 
European commercial interests in China, 
has suddenly become an armed camp, 
strong for defence, but exposed to all 
the accidents of a conflict waged almost 
literally on the other side of the road. In 
a military sense, it runs no serious risk ; 
the British and foreign military and naval 
contingents, and the international volun- 
teers and police who have been called 
ont to maintain order, are amply suffi- 
cient to defend its boundaries against 
any incursion of disorderly Cantonese 
troops seeking plunder, or attempting to 


involve neutral foreigners in their 
quarrel before their now inevitable flight. 
MISGIVINGS. 


But there are other possibilities which 
may not have occurred to the Japanese 
Admiral, but which, nevertheless, have 
aroused misgivings among the British and 
foreign communities in Shanghai, and 
must be taken into account by their 
Governments. Nearly a million Chinese, 
including some of the worst, as well as the 
best, elements in Chinese society, live 
within the International Settlement, and 
the mere supervision of these multitudes 
will seriously tax the energies of its muni- 
cipality. Moreover, it is uncertain 
whether the action taken by Japan will 
have the sobering effect on the Govern- 
ment of Nanking that Tokyo seems to 
expect. Meanwhile the American and the 
Japanese Governments should realise that 
British interests in Shanghai are not less 
important than theirs. The British 
colony is second only to the Japanese in 
numbers and excels all others in wealth. 
The action taken by this country in its 
defence in 1927 is a guarantee that it will 
not be neglected, and that its interests 
and those of the International Settlement 
will be defended if the need should arise. 

There is every reason, therefore, why 
the Japanese Government should continue 
to use every effort to protect the settle- 
ment, and the vast. interests which it 
shelters, from an injury that might arise 
from their action against the Chinese. 
They might also be well advised to dispel 
the impression, which is gaining ground 
in America and .elsewhere, that their 
policy is controlled, rather than executed, 
by the General Staffs of the Imperial 
Army and Navy.

Hope came back to the linen trade last 
year with the suspension of the gold 
standard. This, it was at once declared, 
would develop the export markets and pro- 
tect the home trade, and the forecast has 
been abundantly justified, becoming more 
pronounced as a result of the recent “anti- 
dumping ” duties of fifty per cent. on Im- 
ported linen piece goods and manufactured 
articles. | 

“ Immediately Britain went off the gold 
standard,” I was told by one of the lead- 
ing merchants, ‘‘ there was. a rush for 
coarse quality goods and also for medium 
and coarse yarns. That was the reason 
why the anti-dumping regulations singled 
out piece goods and manufactured articles, 
but did not interfere with yarns. The 
spinners, it is true, had been agitating for 
a tax on yarns, but the weavers are 
opposed. 

“ Last year the flax grown in Northern 
Ireland occupied about 7,000 acres, which 
will yield about 1,600 tons of flax, while 
the trade’s expected requirements of flax 
for the year are about 50,000 tons. While 
last year’s production was only about one- 
third of normal, the planting of seed last 
year was again very small, and, therefore, 
it is necessary to import yarns. 


MORE TRADE—BETTER 
PRICES. 


“ Together with a sudden increase of 
nearly twenty per cent. in the exports of 
linen goods,” he continued, “' there was a 
rise in prices for nearly all classes of linen 

oods, although prices had previously been 
ropping steadily, and also an improve- 
ment in sales in the home market. The 
latter has not yet been very pronounced, 
owing to a certain amount of anticipatory 
imports from Europe, but we are hoping 
for great developments when the present 
stocks of foreign goods have been cleared. 

é“ Unfortunately, the impetus seems to 


convinced that that is mainly due to the 
ordinary seasonal lull.

INCREASE IN EXPORTS. 


Both of Belfast’s shipbuilding- yards 
have emerged from a year of. unpre- 
cedented depression. The three vessels 
which were launched by Messrs. Harland 
and Wolff from Queen’s Island had a 
tonnage of 46,134, as compared with a 
total tonnage of 117,601 for the year 1950, 
while Messrs. Workman, Clark’s total 
was 33,300 tons, making a combined 
aggregate for the two yards of less than 
half the previous year’s outpat. —. 

The last ship to leave the ways at 
Queen's Island was the Highland Patriot, 
which was bui!; to replace the ill-fated 
Highland Hope, and was launched in 
December. he M. V. Georyic, a sister 
ship of the Britannic, is now in the last 
stages of fitting out, and, when it steams 
away in the late spring, may leave the 
yards deserted. Messrs. Workman, Clark 
are now engaged on a fruit-passenger 
steamer of about 8,000 tons for the 
Standard Frujt and Steamship Corpora- 
tion of New Orleans. 


WHEN GEORGIC GOES. 


The “ pay-off” has been the weekly 
dread of every artisan in the Belfast 
yards. Hundreds ceased work as a result 
of the destruction by fire a few months 
ago of the Bermuda, the reconditioning 
of which was finding employment for ship- 
yard workers of almost evefy trade. At 
the moment, owing to the fact that it is 
the final fitting-out of a ship’ which 
gives occupation for the greatest number 
of men, unemployment is not so bad as it 
might be, but what is to happen when 
work on the Georgic ends? 

“Never have I known the outlook to 
be so black,” said a shipping expert with 
whom I discussed the situation. ‘‘ Ship- 
bulding here is now at the lowest point it 
has reached, and I see no hope. There 
were rumours recently of a coming order 
from Messrs. Workman Clark, but it has 
not yet been confirmed, and, in any case, 
that will only postpone the worst. 


“The new tariff policy, much as it 

will be welcomed by other indas- 
tries, is going to deal a heavy blow 
to the shipbuilding trade; for it must 
inevitably reduce the demand for ton- 
nage. 
i “HH will not surprise me to see 
one of the yards closing down in the 
near future. ‘The only hope is that 
they will be able to tide over with 
alternative forms of work.”’ 


“ STOP-GAP ” WORK,

SEARCH FOR LUSITANTA. - 


AN AMERICAN 
EXPEDITION, 


NEW FORM OF 
SALVAGE WORK. 


MOTION PICTURES MAY 
BE TAKEN.

Captain H. N. Railey, who is to lead 
the expedition to search for the sunken 
Cunarder Lusitania, torpedoed off the 
south coast of Ireland in May, 1915, 
arrived at Southampton yesterday in the 
North German Lloyd liner Europa. 
Captain Railey, who is a member of the 
Explorers’ Club of New York, explained 
that the main objects of the enterprise 
were fourfold— 

Definitely to demonstrate the value 
of a new form of salvage work ; 

To take motion pictures at a depth 
and under conditions never before 
attempted ; | 

To broadcast, if possible, a descrip- 
tion of the Lusitania as she appears 
after being at the bottom of the sea 
for’ nearly seventeen years, and “ 

To carry out important research in 
submarine lighting. 


BY MEANS OF STEEL TUBE. 


“I am ready to get right ahead now 
with preparations for the enterprise,’’ he 
said, “ and the order for the great steel 
tube,. which will cost fifty thousand 
dollars, will be placed shortly with Messrs. 
Philip and Son, of Dartmouth. We hope 
to reach the wreck by means of a steel 
tube which will have an over-all length 
of 280 feet. Within this will be a steel 
ladder leading to the bottom, at which 
there will be an operating or observation 
chamber. The tube will be five feet in 
diameter and about seven-sixteenths of an 
inch in thickness. se 

“ Divers will descend through the tube 
ánto the observation chamber, which will 
then be filled with compressed air equal 
to the pressure of the sea at the depth to 
which the tube has been submerged. 
When this has been done, it will be 
possible to open diving hatches in the 
observation chambers and le! the divers 
out to work on the wreck, which is at a 
depth of 46 fathoms. ' 


READY IN APRIL.

“- I am quite satisfied that there is no 
gold in the wreck, and the possibility of 
there being treasure in any other form is 
problematical. There may possibly be 
some cash or foreign exchange and other 
items which may be salvageable, but, 
whether or not that is the case, our pur- 
pose in undertaking the project is not a 
treasure hunt.’’ 

Captain Railey added that there would 
be about thirty-five members in the 
expedition.

PROPOSED CENSURE 
MOTION, 


Colonel MOORE moved a vote of censure 
against the Government on the ground that 
it hed failed to deal with the auestion of the 
iegality of the payment of land purchase 
annuities until the question had hecome a 
major political issue, and for printing then 
at the public expense what the motion alleged 
was, in effect, an ez parte statement on the 


issue. 

Colonel MOORE said that the document 
on the eve of the general election, 
and was circulated on the last dav upon 
which the Dai! sat, and the last day but one 
or two upon which the Senate could sit. The 
object presumably was to prevent it from 
being discussed in the Dail or the Senate. 
At the time of the ultimate financial settle- 
ment, five or six years ago. this document 
might have been helpful. If the arguments 
had been correct it might have put an end 
to the matter, and if they were net. correct 
it might have saved the country £3,000,000 
& year. 

Continuing, Colonel Moore said that some 
years aco ha proposed a committee to co 
Into. this matter of land annmities. The 
Senate was ‘evenlv divided, and the late 
Chairman (Lord Glenavy) gave his casting 
vote against the motion. Mr. Blythe then 


he would not appear before it or send any 
Official papers to it. and would not allow 
anv officials to attend. 

The fact that this document had heen laid 
on the table showed clearly that there was 
n case to make. and it was the duty of the 
Minister to make the best of it. As far as 
he could see, the document was now pnt 
forward with the deliberate attempt to em- 
barrass any future Government.

Mr. COMYN—We have asked how much 
of the guaranteed Land Stock is actually in 
existence at all, because that bog stock was 
at a higher interest than Consols, and it wes 
to the interest of the British Government to 
exchange that stock for Consols, and to make 
S/- per cent. on the transaction. The 
Treasury. knows how much is in existence. 

Mr. COMYN, in conclusion, said that the 
Fianna Fail Party were quite prepared to 
submit their case to an impartial tribunal.

CAPTAIN SIR ARTHUR CLARKE. 
Captain Sir Arthur Wellesley Clarke, an 


elder brother of Trinity House, died yester- 
day in his London home. It is stated that 


Sir Arthur's illness was due to heart trouble. 


Sir Arthur, who had had a distinguished 
seafaring career, was born in Cork. in 1857 
He first went to sea in a fully-rigged East 
Indiaman in 1872, and by 1891 he was a 
commander in the Pactiic Steam Navigation 
and Orient Lines. In 1905 he became a 
member of the Board of Harwich Conser- 
vancy, and three years dJater a member of 
the Council of the London Chamber of Com- 
merce. In 1906 he served on the Depart- 
mental Committee on the supply and training 
of British boy seamen.. Sir Arthur was 
appointed a member of the Port of London 
Authority in 1910. He was a member of the 
Council of the Royal Society of Arts, and 
Chairman of the Marine Society. <A direc- 
tor of the London Assurance Companv. Sir 
Arthur Clarke has been prominently identi- 
fied in charitable work among sailors. 

Sir Arthur was an honorary member of 
the Royal Yacht Squadron, and held the 
rank of Lieutenant-Commander (retired) in 
the R.N.R. He was knighted in 1920. 

Sir Arthur Clarke marriéd in 1897, and 
has one son and one daughter.

The Minister referred to tariffs on a zricui- 
tural products, and said that when there was 
a shortage the price on the home nmurket 
would go up by the full amount of the tai1ff, 
but when there was a surplus the price would 
fall to the international level. From ‘the 
producers” point of view, the tariff was useless 
unless it ‘increased the price. If a tariff did 
hot increase prices then it was no use to the 
producer, it was merely a revenue tax. . Agri- 
cultural tariffs could not protect the thirty 
million. pounds, worth of. goods which they 
sent to the English markets; they could only 
be protected by a preference on the English 
market. 

The position in regard to industrial tariffs 
was entirely the reverse. They produced 
no surplus of industrial goods—on the con- 
trary, there was a ‘permanent ‘shortage of 
everything which tha farmer had to huy. 
The result was that ianíis. were always effec- 
tive. “The real difference heiween the Go- 
vernment and Fianna Fail in respect to in- 
dustrial tariffs was that the Government be- 
lieved that the man who paid the piper was 
entitled to call the tune. In these bad times, 
the Government 's daty was to the people who 
lived here and now. and not to posterity, and 
there were very definite limits to what any 
class of the community could contribute 
towards future industrial development. TneGo- 
vernment would not impose any industrial 
tariff without the closest advertence to what 
the consumer was liable to pay. 

Fianna Fail was going to find employment 
for every man, woman and child; they were 
going to give more old age pensions and 
spend more monty on social services. 

“ Where.” asked Mr. Hogan, “is 
money going to come from’” It was not 
going to come from cutting down salaries. If 
every salary in the country was réduced so 
that the highest salary would not be more 
than £700 per year, the total saving to the 
State would not be more than £150,000.

in regard to tiiesé matters, and in — 
thé Oath as “a condition of membership o 
the legisalature implying no speciai obliga- 
has, it is claimed, been justified by 
events. 

Labour's demands now are the same as in 
1922—namely,*the- bold tackling of the un: 
employment problem; care of the children; 
the provision of widows’ pensions for mothers 
left without support; the reduction of taxa- 
tion on the poor; the prevention of profiteer- 
ing in food, clothing and other nécessaries by 
drastic Government action; housing of 
workers by a national housing authority, com- 
posed of representatives of the local authorities 
and the trade unions in the building industry, 
the cost of housing to be paid out of taxa- 
tion, and the rent be sufficient to pay 
for mamtenance and depreciation, apart from 
rates; the nationalisation of the railways and 
canals. ‘These demands, made by the 
Labour Party in 1922, ought to have been 
conceded and embodied in legislation by a 
Government whose members had pledged 
themselves to the ‘ Democratic Programme ' 
of the first Dail.” 


LAND ANNUITIES, 

The statement continues :— 

“ There is no difference between responsible, 
pclitical parties in respect to. the liability 
of the tenant purchasers of land. . Fianna 
Fail, Cuma 
Party agrée in saying that the purchaser is 
under both a moral and legal obligation to 
pay the annuities.

THREE CONVICTS 
ESCAPE. 


ONE RECAPTURED. 


Three prisoners escaped from Wakefield 
Prison last night. One, however, was re- 
captured before he had got far away after 
dropping over the high boundary wall of 
the prison, but the other two managed 
to get clear away. 

The names of the men are Harry Marsh 
(22), of Heywood, Lancs. and Thomas 
Alfred Taylor (23), a native of Bolton. 
Lanes. 

The escapes were made whilst a number 
of prisoners were engaged in a gymnastic 
class in the prison yard. 

The place was only dimly lit, and it is 
understood that whilst the warders’ at- 
tention was occupied in another direction 
three of the men broke away, unobserved 
by the officials. Within ‘two or three 
minutes they had succeeded in getting 
over the high boundary wall which sur- 
rounds the jail. 

Immediately the men were missed, the 
warders made for a side-entrance from 
the jail, which leads into some large 4l- 
lotment gardens. Here one of the men 
was cuptured as he dropped from the top 
of the wall. 

The two others, however. had tanded 
safely, and were making their way across 
the allotments, when they were overtaken 
by a warder. who managed to get hold of 
both of them. 

The capture was onty momentary, as 
the officer was knocked down and- dazed 
so hadly that he was unable to take any 
turther part in the purspit. By the time 
other officers arrived the men had got 4 
good start, and it is believed they first 
uf all got out of the vicinity of the prison 
into some of the fields in close proximity. 
Darkness, however, would help them con- 
siderably in their flight. The men were 
dressed in the customary grey prison garb, 
and wore canvis shoes. 


CRITICAL POSITION 
IN STEEL TRADE. 


IMMEDIATE PROTECTION 
NECESSARY. | 


* The position of the iron and steel industry 
is se cfitical that immediate protection of 
the home market is an essential condition 
rrecedent to any action that the industry can 
itself take for its revival.’ 

This is the conclusion of a committee of 
rranufacturers of heavy. steel products, the 
signatories to whose report in. their own 
persons control.70 per cent. of the steel oro- 
duction of the country and represent the 
whole heavy iron and steel industry.

Beard of Trade, Mr. Walter Runciman. é 

“A continuance of present conditions, 
it is stated, “‘must jeopardise the future 
existence of the industry as a whole, ad fle 
issue on Which a decision must be "nade is 
na. less than: whether it is essential to the 
national etonomy that an iron and. steel 
industry should continue to be maintained in 
this coun 

“If existing conditions, are allowed to per- 
sist, the result to the industry must prove 
disastrous and involve a large proportion, if 
not the whole. of it in collapse, which will 
render rebuilding exceedingly difficult, if 
not impossible, and certainly dsley its re- 
covery for many years, even with a pro- 
tected home market. 

‘*Given moderate protection in the home 
market, combined with protection . against 
‘“‘dumping,”’ it 1s bilieved that, even with 
the present low volume of demand 
be by, production, plus the véry 
volume of imports—a lar roportion of 
sta should ‘become available te British

“ Protection of the industry by providing 
an increased volume of production will enable 
it to veduee its. costs and faisieee its com- 
petitive power and ultimately to provide a 
sound foundation for British manufacturing 
industry generally." : :

“Why. should we want a “ show-down 
with anybody?.” asked Mr. de Valera.

Only a few days 
ago the statement was made that the Govern 
ment of this country is as sovereign as in any 
other count. We simply wart to put into 
effect ths policies that we think are best 
for this country, the policies that the people 
of this country think are best for them- 
selves. lf we cannot take these measures 
without a ‘show-down’ with somebody, 1t 
méans that we are not free. 


EXERCISE OF FREEDOM. 


“ We propose to exercise our freedom in 
doing a very necessary thing-—in removing 
the canses which have kept our people 
divided up to the present time. When we 
were united we were unbeatable. 

Continuing, the speaker said that they did 
not talk about uniting the national forces 
with their tongues in their cheeks, and they 
knew there were people with long memories 
who would find it hard to forget, but they 
intended to forget past differences. In their 
attempts to unite the national forces thev 
had been remarkably successful up to the 
present, and if they won this election he 
believed they would be ge eg successful, 

To complete that work they had to make 
certain changes in the Constitution, but why 
should that mean a “ show-down’’? If Mr. 
Cosgrave had freedom to take away the 
people's rights, they had freedom enough to 
restore them. Oné of the things they meant 
to do was to také out of the Constitution 
certain insertions which had been mace in it 
—some by England and some by the Cumann 
na nGaedheal Government. One which had 
been made by England was the introduction 
of the oath clause, which was not in the draft 
sent over ta Mr. Lioyd George. In the 
opinion of the present Chief Justice of the 
Free State the Treaty did not involve putting 
the oath into the Constitution and making it 
obligatory. 

“1 have not the slightest doubt,” said Mr. 
de Valera. “ that that can be removed with- 
out having trouble with anybody at home. or 
abroad.’ 

It meant very much for the Free State, he 
added, for it would enable them to gat 
together all those who wished well to the 
Irish nation. 


A PEACE PARTY. 

Declaring that the country had been 
governed in the past by coercion, he said 
that in the first eight-seven years of the 
Union with England there was an average 
of one Coercion Act a year. but since the 
Free State Government came into office the 
average had heen greater. 

““ We are the peace party.” he said. “ We 
have m reason a guarantee for peace which 
you wil never find in force. 

“We do not want a ‘show-down’ with 
England. We want to live by ourselves. to 
make our own laws, and to havé no trouble 
with anybédy.- They try te make it appear 
that we are dominated by some kind of hate 
against England. . [ have no hate against 
Englishmen, but IT hate anybody who inter- 
ferés with our rights. The British Govern- 
ment has uniformly interfered with onr rights, 
but now that power has gone. I am glad it 


has gone 

Bélerring to the question of trade with 
England, he said that he did not think it was 
likely in the evént of Fianna Fail being re-. 
turned either that the Free State would stop 
sending its surplus produce to England or 
that England would stop sending its manu- 
factures to the Free State. Under present 
conditions it was not more likely that Fng- 
land would stop trading with them than that 
they would ‘quit trading with England, so 
long as they had agricultural produce to ex- 
port. England’s only reason for buying Irish 
produce was, that they got hetter value bv 
doing so and they would continue to buy it 
so long as that was the case.

MARKS. 


DECISIONS. AGAINST 
REGISTRATION.

Two applications íor the registration of | 
trade marks were refused by the Controller | 
at the Court of Industrial and Commercial 
Property in Dublin yesterday. 

The first case was that of Messrs. A. E. 
Allen and Co., Ltd., stocking manufacturers, 
Nottingham, who applied for the registration 
of a collocation ot words consisting of 
‘* Aristoc,’’ meaning the “ Aristocrat of silk 
stockings.” 

The Controller said that he was prepared to 
allow the mark subject to the registration 
containing a disclaimer to any right of the 
exclusive use of the words, “the aristocrat 
of silk stockings. He held that these words 
were laudatory, and a monopoly of them 
could not be given to any trader. 

On ‘behalf of the applicants it was urged 
that the word “aristocrat’’ was not a 
laudatory word according to the dictionary, 
but that, even if it were laudatory, the 
decisions of the House of Lords in a leading 
case laid down that a collocation of words 
might “be registered as a trade mark. even 
though the words taken separately might be 
descriptive words in common use. It wat 
further urged that the mark had heen used in 
the Free State for many years and associated 
with the applicants’ goods. and that, although 
they were in an unassailable position in com. 
mon law to p other traders from using 
the words, “aristocrat of silk stockings,” 
nevertheless they applied for registration in 
order to avail themselves of the additional! 
protection given under the Act. 

The application was refused. 


SAFETY FIRST. 

Messrs. Hughes Brothers. Lid., milk pnr- 
veyors, Rathfarnham, Co. Dublin, applied for 
the registr:tion as a trade mark for milk of 
a triatgle with the words ‘‘ Haghes Brothers.

SALMON. 


THE VIRTUES OF 
KERRY, 


By A CORRESPONDENT. 


HE month of February endows the 
Re enthusiastic salmon-fisher with a new 
lease of life. It brings to an end his 
enforced idleness of the winter months, and 
hope becomes again his daily bread, He 
talks fishing, he makes anxious inquiries 
about his pet district; the house is littered 
with all the paraphernalia attaching to his 
art. Ont comes the rods, the reels are 
examined, lines. are lovingly strewn the 
carpet’s length, the old tin boxes of flies 
again see the light, and waders are over- 
hauled: New casts and gut are the only 
additions to the stock of ancient treasures, 
and the angler, haunted by no thought of 
bad seasons past or to come, is ready to 
brave snow or north-easter to grass the forty- 
pounder of his dreams. So has it ever been 
since eighty years ago Scrope thus adjured 
the February fisherman :— 

‘‘ Never go deeper in the stream than the 
fifth button of your waistcoat. Should it 
freeze hard, examine your legs, and if they 
are purple it may be well to land; but 
they are still rubicund, you may continue to 
enjoy the water.” Be we never so hardy, we 
may at least give thanks that in these more 
enlightened days the advantages of rubber 
relieve us of the necessity of such examina- 
tion 

But this is to dwell on the gloomier aspect 
of early fishing, and ice and snow are more 
associated with a February day on the Scot- 
tish Brora and Helmsdale than, let us say, 
at Waterville or Caragh Lake. For spring 
comes early to Kerry, and while a boat on 
Lough Currane can be often a cold, a very 
cold business, there are many days which 
ignore® the calendar and on which even 
winter clothing seems superfluous. Often in 
February I have sat on the hillside looking 
over the Kenmare River, with a warm sun 
glinting on the patchwork colouring of the 
bogs and tingeing the distant mountains 
with an almost summer haze. And in any 
case the angler in Kerry can usually comfort 
himself with the reflection that however cold 
he may be, he is like to be considerably 
warmer than his brethren of the craft else- 
where. 

To the really keen angler his own bodily 
temperature is of little account if he is 
catching fish. And it is as true that the 
lower the temperature of the water the better 
the. salmon fight, as it is that the gamest 
fish of the year is-the spring salmon from 
the sea. Many people vote salmon fishing 
a dull amusement, because (they say) except 
in the best waters the odds are more in 
favour of a blank day or at best one solitarv 
fish, than otherwise. But let the sceptic 
once feel the sudden tug of that solitary 
monster, the whirr of the running line, the 
sulking, the quick rush, and the stub 
born perseverance of a clean run 
salmon.

If you are 
very lucky, or very clever, you may catch @ 
salmon in the morning and shoot a wild 
goose on the evening flight. And for your 
comfort and your pleasure you will pay not 
more than five to six guineas a week at the 
best hotels, and from 34 guineas at the two- 
starred establishments. And, although blank 
days are part of every angler’s lot, one thing 
is certain—-that whatever future awaits him, 
nowhere in the British Isles will he get better 
value for his money,
